His Highness will contribute more 
money by instalments. His total contributions may possibly 
amount to one lakh of rupees.

Those who aid in its circulation are blessed, and those who try 
to keep it secret are cursed. No Wahammadaa: will be justi- 
fied in withholding aid from his brethren. of the faith at, the 
time of war on the plea of distance. ‘Secondly, Sultan Salim 1. 
erected all sorts of buildings in Syria and Arabia for the con- 
venience of the pilgrims who annually flack from all parts of 
the world to Mecca ; sarais, paraos, tanks, wells, &c., have 
been provided in the sandy plains of Arabia. The Sultan of 
Turkey has even now to spend a large sum of money every 
year on the maintenance. of roads. But incessant warfare 
has embarrassed the finances of the Porte. In the face of 
these things who will hesitate to sacrifice his life’ ‘and pro- 
perty on behalf of the Porte ? Thirdly, the Porte has built 
suitable places for mendicants at large cities in its dominions, 
where thousands of mendicants belonging to Hindustan and 
Turkestan live in ease and comfort. Will the Musalmans of _ 
India be doing anything opposed to their religion in assisting 
the Turks once in the five hundred years. of the existence ‘of 
the Ottoman empire ? Fourthly, as there is a friendly alliance 
between England and Turkey, will’ not the English Govern 
ment be thankful to the Indian Musalmans if they render sup- 
port to ‘Turkey : > Fifthly, they will also secure the - grati- 
tude of the English Government for another ' reason, —the 
Turkish empire serves as a strong fort to. guard the indian 
empire of England against the Russians. 


The proclamation then proceeds. her address the Musal- 
mans of Turkestan, Afghanistan, India, Arabia, E yept, &e., 
one by one, urging in brief and appropriate terms the aad 
of assisting the Porte in the ‘presént war with Russia, und | 
argues that the warlike policy of Russia is due'to her desire of: 
territorial aggrandisement, and not to propagate Christianity 
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or extirpate Islam. She has been seizing countries inhabited 
by Christians as eagerly 4s those ‘imhabited by Musalmans. 
Byen supposing that Russia has sincerely undertaken a crusade 
against Islam she will never succeed. History shows that 
Musalmanshave always fourht with suceess against great odds 
of crusaders. The Christian powers of Europe are not bound 
together by t ties of one common religion. One nation condemiis 
the other as infidel ; whereas all Muhammadan peoples, scattered 
as they are, are animated by the same religious feelings and 
look upon. themselves as forming one whole. It has been 
observed by a philosopher of Europe that more blood has 
been shed in the internecine struggles of Christians than 
in all other warfare. Russia alleged the advancement of the 
interests of commerce in defence of its undertaking a war 
against Turkestan, but she allows no merchants to enter 
the precincts of her dominions. But Turkey has placed no 
such restrictions ‘on commerce, and while she herself has 
gained little from it, other countries have reaped immense 
profit.
